as to the substance of WINCHELL* S remarks. To determine 
^ if immediate action was necessary, KFM#-TV was contacted 
to find out exactly what WINCHELL said. Although his 
reference was an ad-lib statement at the end of the broad- 
cast, as set out verbatim in my airtel of 7-5-62, it was 
necessary far the complete tape to be run to find this 
Reference. The tape was not reviewed in detail as such. 

For the Bureau* s information, KFMB-TV is a very conservative 
station and has been extremely cooperative with this office 
in all matters. On 7-16-62, while contacting personnel at 
this station, Mr. GEORGE STANTIS, Program Director, volunteered 
that no action has been taken by his station with regard to 
the WINCHELL broadcast and there is no possibility the Bureau 
will be brought into the picture. 

I regret I did not consult the Bureau, particularly in view 
of the fact it Involved WINCHELL.

SAC, San Diego, advised by airtel dated 7-12-62 that Wlnchell had 
participated in a televised interview on KFMB-TV on 7-4-62. He concluded with 
an apparent ad lib requesting the SAC, San Diego, to convey a message to the 
Director. The show was extremely controversial involving an attack by Wlnchell 
on the Kennedy Administration. To determine the substance of WinchelTs 
remarks, it was necessary to dispatch a Special Agent to the station to review 
the tape of his broadcast. / ' 

Subsequent to this review the TV station program director con- 
tacted the San Diego Office for the name of the Special Agent who had reviewed 
the tape. Since the program had been extremely controversial the program 
director had instructed his secretary to keep a record of all inquiries received 
concerning the program. He said that the White House had requested a copy of 
the tape and there had been some speculation that Time-Life , Inc. , might sue 
the station. The Director questioned: "Just why did we become involved in 
this. At least SAC should first have cleared here. H/^ 

SAC, San Diego, by airtel dated 7-18-62 has explained his reasons 
for haying a tape of WinchelTs broadcast reviewed.

today. He was at the Beverley Hills Music Hall serving as Master of Ceremonies 
at a movie premier. I told Mr. Winchell, as I had earlier today, that the Director 
ifad specifically instructed me to get in touch with him prior to the issuance of a 
press release by the FBI in the captioned case. I mentioned to him that Miss Bigman, 
in reiterating his request, had indicated that he wanted at least a 30-minute break. 

Mr. Winchell was advised that we planned to move our press release at 6:00 p. m. 
sharp from Washington, D. C. 


Mr. Winchell expressed appreciation.' He stated that "John always 
keeps his word and lives up to his reputation and friendship. " Mr. Winchell inquired 
as to the details concerning our press release. I told him we had not put together 
a release as yet, however, he might like to know that our Agents had recovered 
approximately $200,000 in stocks and that two men had been arrested. He asked for 
further details and I told him they were not available at this time. 

I interrupted Mr. WinchelPs line of talk to specifically remind him 
that we were not taking it upon ourselves to advise the New York Mirror and the 
Los Angeles Herald Examiner that the FBI had no objections to his release being 
issued. Mr. Winchell stated this was not necessary in view of the fact that we had 
contacted him personally. 


Mr. Winchell again expressed his appreciation and stated he would 
be in touch with the Director later on to personally indicate his gratefulness.

ner, {Detailed below.) 

I had known about it several 
days, but had persormally been try- 
ing to discover the true facts of the 
directive before speaking about $t 
here. Suzanne has never been ac- 
cused of being a “witch hunter” . . . j 
we all know the unhappy results of 
unconsidered and uniformed public i 
comment But now that the matter J 
has reached the newspapers, there, 
seems little point in withholding com- 1 
ment here. 

i Monday’s issue of the Banner stat- 
Sed that Education Corasr. A. John 
Holden had ordered the state’s Civil 
befense Adult Education personnel 
knd superintendents of schools (be- 
cause some superintendents have 
[teachers instructing classes in Sur- 
vival Training Courses, though this 
Hs not true in Manchester, of course) 
(to eliminate from these classes ma- 
terial relating to the “conflict be- 
tween communism and our way of 
!]ife“ and “the conflict between ide- 
ologies’’. The March 8th jJirective 
.from the Commissioner's on ice also 
(ordered that “all material by J. Ed- 
gar Hoover formerly used in the 
course is no longer authorized”. 

} Three reasons were given for this 
(directive. (1) In these topics are 
/points on which even informed schol- 
ars disagree. (2) It Is very difficult 
[for a person who is not a scholar 
jin the field to give « balanced tnter- 
Slpretation of some of these points, 
jand in a few situations controversies 
have developed which interfere with 
:Jthe accomplishments of the main cb- 
ijjective — training in survival tech- 
imiques. (3) Since people enrolled in 
[the course already are motivated to 
beam survival techniques, any moti- 
fvating effect erf the material in quet-, 
tk>n S* superflous.” 

1 The item states that Bennington; 
County civil defense official* con- 
tacted by The Banner were unanS- 
mous in opposing this directive. Two

j A board member also stated that he 
feels that the reason for this di- 
rective deleting anti-communist ma- 
terial and Hoover's from the course 
is a growing opinion (among the 
tjoard members? in the Governor’s j 
office? Suzanne does not know) that 
Civil Defense Adult Education Co- 
ordinator Edward H. Romney has 
become “over zealous" (in stressing 
inti-communism) . 

j County Civil Defense officials as- 
sert that Romney has been doing an 
. excellent job. They claim no surprise 
I that his performance has been at- 
tacked/ from some quarters. Romney 
(continues the article, quoting coun- 
ty officials) has stressed education in 
the fundamentals of communism vs. 
free society; the material along this 
line bas led him into conflict with 
some peace groups in Vermont. 

Tuesday’s Banner continues with 
this discussion. In the directive, Mr. 
Holden states, “H you have questions ; 
about this new policy, you should get 
in touch with Mr. Romney.” 

* The Banner reporter stated that 
Mr. Romney, being questioned, said, 
,‘T am. still on the job and as long 
as I Can do it, I’D stay.” Romney 
said that be would obey the order 
affecting his department Changing 
it “would lie strictly up to the peo- 
j pie of the state and up to another 
[order from the Commissioner,” be 
j said. He added that he . considered 
j the offending directive “a test of 
public opinion”. (Suzanne agrees on.
